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DETAILED ACTION 

Reasons For Allowance 

The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: the prior art of 
reference has failed to disclose or suggest a stent comprising struts forming a V-shape having a 
midline parallel to the longitudinal axis of the stent and S-shaped bridging elements, wherein 
each S-shaped bridging element crosses the midline three times in a manner as recited in the 
independent claim 18. 

Claims 2-4, 6-9 and 18 are allowed.
